1 1  If,  while  this  tease  is  in  force,  at  or  after  the  expiratkxi  of  tte  primary  term  her^ 
weH  provisions  of  paragraph  3  hereof,  and  Lessee  is  not  conducting  operations  on  said  land  by  reason  of  (1)  any  tew,  order,  rule  or  regulation, 
(whether  or  not  subsequently  determined  to  be  invaid)  or  (2)  any  other  cause,  whether  similar  or  dissimilar,  (except  financial)  beyond  the 
reasonable  control  of  Lessee,  the  primary  term  hereof  shall  be  extended  until  the  first  anniversary  date  hereof  occurring  ninety  {90)  or  more 
days  foBowing  the  removal  of  such  delaying  cause,  and  this  tease  may  be  extended  thereafter  by  operations  as  if  such  delay  had  not  occurred. 

12.  Lessor  agrees  that  this  lease  covers  and  includes  any  and  afl  of  Lessor's  rights  in  and  to  any  existing  wet(s)  and/or  welbore(s)  on  said 
land,  other  than  existing  water  weis,  and  for  al  purposes  of  this  lease  the  re-entry  and  use  by  Lessee  of  any  existing  wed  and/or  weUbore  shafl  be 
deemed  the  same  as  the  drifcig  of  a  new  wefl. 

13.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  this  lease,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  which  may  be  exercised  by  Lessee 
living  notice  to  Lessor,  a  well  which  has  been  drilled  and  Lessee  intends  to  frac  shall  be  deemed  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paying
